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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chin [6344786]. 
Chin discloses: a coil form 1 having a hollow coil body 26 for insertion of a core 100 of an 
inductive element and having an outer surface for holding each coil 3, 2 of the inductive 
element, wherein the entire coil body is split into at least two elements 12, 14 with means to fit 
the elements together [by way of locking tab 84, cooperate with locking ramp 44] with to form 
the coil body [see col 5, lines 15-30]. 

With respect to claim 14, the coil body included a flange portion and a coil portion of a right 
cylinder, the coil is separated into two elements 34, 72 by a plane perpendicular to a base plane 
of the right cylinder as shown in figure 3. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

4. Claim 15 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claim 1 recites inter alia, the separating plate is made of metal, having an opening for pushing the 
separating plate over the coil body and having a slit for prohibiting leakage currents within the separating 
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plate, 

Claim 15 recites inter alia, a separating plate for separating coils on the coil body and an additional 
hollow outer coil body for insertion of tlie coil body and for pushing over the separating plate. 
The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would it be 
obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
